Speke  and  Capt  Grant,  complied  front  their 
journals  just  received.  The  following  ex- 
tracts show  some  of  the  remarkable  discove- 
ries made  by  these  explorers : 

‘ Speke  sent  a quire  of  paper  by  way  o( 
Zanzibar  which  lias  never  reached  the  Soci- 
ety 

"His  present  reports  contain  a consecutive 
narrative  of  the  IrfUer  and  the  principle 
part  of  his  journey  between  Kazeh  andGon- 
dokora.  They  commence  on  January  1, 
1862,  and  the  date  from  his  departure  from 
the  capital  of  the  kinjzdomscalled  Karagsve, 
that  abuts  by  one  of  ils  corners  against  the 
west  shore  oi  Nyanza,  at  its  southern  end. 
Here  lie  seems  to  have  made  a most  favora- 
ble impression  on  the  intelligent  king,  who 
gave  him  a much-needed  introduction  for 
his  onward  journey,  franked  his  expenses, 
and  forwarded  him  with  urgent  and  friendly 
recommendations  to  the  powerful  King  of 
Uganda 

"Knragwe  is  a portion  of  a peculiarly  in- 
teresting district.  It  occupies  a shoulder  of 
the  eastern  watershed  of  a territory  two 
hundred  miles  broad  and  some  six  thousand 
feet  above  the  sea  level,  that  isstudded  with 
detached  conical  hills,  one  at  least  of  which 
attains  the  height  of  ten  thousand  feet — the 
Montes  Lit  use  of  Burton  and  Speke  Two 
source-,  of  the  Nile  rise  in  this  territory, 
namely,  the  chief  feeder  of  the  Nyanza 
lake,  and  that  of  another  lake,  the  Luta- 
Nzigi ; so,  also  does  the  source  of  the  Shire 
of  Livingstone,  if  we  may  believe  the  reports 
now  brought  to  us  by  Speke.  It  seems  at 
length  that  the  Tangatiika  lake  is  emptied, 
and  not  supplied,  by  a river  at  its  southern 
end,  and  that  this  effluent  feeds  the  Niassa 
lake,  anti  through  it,  of  course  the  Shire. 
The  Northern  feeder  of  the  Tanganika  takes 
its  rise  in  the  land  of  which  we  have  been 
speaking. 

\ "It  is  evident,  from  a part  of  the  present 
reports,  that  the  missing  papers  would  have 
enlarged  on  the  fact  that  in  Karagwe  Speke 
found  himself  in  contact  with  a superior  ne- 
gro race,  strongly  and  favorably  contrasting 
with  the  tribes  he  had  previously  seen,  and, 
with  the  exception  of  Uganda,  whither 
Speke  now  went,  is  inhabited  by  a similar 
race.  Their  country  lies  along  the  Nyanza. 
and  occupies  a (all  halt  of  both  its  western 
and  its  northern  shores  The  parent  stream 
of  the  Nile  bounds  L'ganda  on  the  east,  ns 
it  issues  from  the’  middle  of  the  northern 
boundary  of  the  lake  with  a current  one 
hundred  and  fifty  yards  in  width,  leaping 
over  a^fall  of  twelve  feet  in  height.  The 
Nayanza  has  numerous  other  outlets  from 
the  same  shore,  which  all  converge  upon  the 
Nile  and  feed  it  at  various  points  of  its  course, 
extending  to  a distance  ol  one  hundred  aud 
fifty  miles  from  the  lake. 

“Speke  describes  the  people  of  Uganda 
as  "the  French  of  these  parts,  Irom  their 
spriglitliwess  and  good  taste  in  behavior,  dress 
and  houses.  Their  ruler  ia  absolute  in  bis 
power.  Fortunately,  be  showed  great  kind- 
ness and  even  affection  lor  Speke.  He  knew 
well  ol  the  navigation  of  the  White  Nile  bv 
whites,  and  had  occasionally  deceived  their 
bartered  goods.  He  was  exceedingly  anx- 
ious for  the  establishment  of  a trading  route 
to  Gondokoro,  but  northern  tribes  blocked 
the  way.  Speke  here  found  the  north  shore 
of  the  Nyanza  to  be  almost  coincident  with 
the  equator.  He  conceives  the  lake  to  have 
formerly  extended  further  than  at  present. 
Its  hnnks  are  intersected  at  frequent  inter- 
vals by  what  he  calls  "rash-drains,”  appar- 
ently small  half-stagnant  water  courses,  drain 
ing  that  portion  of  the  adjacent  land  which 
lie  believes  to  have  been  formerly  flooded  la- 
the lake.  The  present  size  of  the  Nyanza 
is  considerable  ; it  is  about,  one  hundred 
and  filly  miles  in  length  and  breadth,  but 
it  appears  to  have  no  great  depth. 

“.Speke  was  hospitably  delayed  live  months 
as  a sort  of  State' prisoner  at  Uganda,  for 
hia  movements  were  narrowly  constrained: 
thence  he  was  passed  on  to  the  next  king- 
dom— thatofUngoro — still  inhabited  by  the 
same  peculiar  Hahutna  race,  but  by  a far 
less  advanced  portion  of  them  North  of  Un- 
goro  the  South  African  family  of  languages, 
which  had  been  universal  thus  far,  sudden- 
ly ceased  to  bs  used,  and  the  northern  di- 
alects took  its  place.  Hitherto  Speke  had 
no  trouble  about  interpreters,  for  one  single 
language  was  understood  more  or  less  by 
persons  in  every  kingdom  he  passed  through. 
Hene.forth  he  could  not  get  on  in  the  least 
without  Ungoro  interpreters.  The  people, 
too,  were  far  more  barbarous.  He  then  first 
saw  people  who  Sited  in  absolute  nudity  at 
Ungoro.  There  they  adopted  a scanty  dress, 
out  ol  deference  to  tiie  Customs  of  the  place 
where  they  were  strangers. 

"In  his  retrospect  ol  the  more  civilised  coun- 
tries he  liaij  visited,  or  the  three  kingdoms 
of  Kuragwe.  Uganda,  and  Ungoro,  Speke 
unhesitatingly  gives  the  preference  to  the 
first  named,  inasmuch  as  the  King  Ruman- 
ika  is  described  a3  a person  of  character 
and  intelligence,  Metsa,  the  Sovereign  of 
Uganda,  being  an  amiable  youth,  surround- 
ed by  his  wives  and  delightipg  in  field  -ports, 
w hile  one  of  the  rules  of  his  court  seems  to 
require  the  execution  of  one  man  per  diem 
.lor  the  good  of  the  State.  The  northernmost 
of  these  three  kings,  to  the  north  of  w hose 
dominions  the  language  changes,  entirely, 
is  described  as  a morose,  suspicious,  churlish 
creature,  yclept  Karnrasi,  whose  chief  occu- 
pation was  the  fattening  of  his  wives  and  chil- 
dren till  they  could  not  stand,  and  in  the 
practicing  of  witchcraft.  Our  travellers 
spent  a whole  year  in  getting  through  these 
three  kingdoms,  in  no  one  of  which  had  a 
white  man  ever  been  seen  before  nor  would  our 
friends,  in  all  probability,  ever  have  escap- 
ed from  their  clutches  bad  they  uot  supplied 
their  majesties  with  numerous  presents,  and 
hnd  not  the  kings  eagerly  desired  to  open  a 
traffic  with  the  whites 

Sir  Roderick  added  ■ "And  here  I cannot  but 
observe  that  if  there  remain  any  persons  in 
the  old-lashioned  erroneous  belief  that 
the  interior  of  Africa  is  a mountainous  sandy 
desert,  from  which  the  sources  of  the  Nile 
are  derived,  the  discoveries  oi  Burton  and 
of  Speke  and  Grant  have  as  completely  dis- 
pelled the  illusion,  as  inspects  the  equatori- 
al latitudes,  as  the  journey  of  Livingstone 
put  an  end  to  a similar  false  hypothesis  in 
tbesouih  of  his  great  continent.  Modern 
discoveries  have  indeed,  proved  the  truth  of 
the  hypothesis  which  I ventured  to  suggest 
to  you  eleven  vent  s ago,  that  the  true  centre 
o'’  Africa  is  a great  elevated  watery  basin, 
often  abounding  in  rich  lands,  its  large  lakes 
being  led  by  numerous  streams  from  adja- 
cent ridges,  and  its  waters  escaping  to  tbe 
sea  by  fissures  and  depressions  in  the  higher 


surrounding  lands.  As  to  the  Mountains 
of  the  Moon  and  Ptolemy,  it  is  still  open 
to  us  to  doubt  whether  that  geographer  had 
any  sound  basis  for  his  statement;  for  amid 
the  mountains  of  tropical  Africa,  we  may 
hesitate  to  apply  that  designation  with  Bur- 
ton and  Speke  to  their  centra!  group  north 
of  Lake  Tanganyika;  or  on  the  other  hand, 
to  agree  with  Dr.  Beke  in  considering  as 
such  a north  and  south  chain  on  the  east, 
which,  as  he  supposes,  unites  the  lofty 
mountains  of  Kilimandjaro  and  Knenia 
will)  Abyssinia  Even  these  two  views  need 
not  exhaust  this  prolific  subject  of  theory, 
while  they  may  serve  geographers  a good 
turn  as  useful  stimula  to  future  explorers

The  Morgan  Raid — Journal  pf  I»t.  Col 

Alston,  John  Morsan’s  Chief  sf  Staff. 

We  have  obtaiued  the  journal  of  Lt.  Col. 
Alston,  Morgan's  Chief  of  Staff,  who  was 
captured  by  our  pickets  on  the  5th  and 
brought  to  this  city  on  the  7th  iust.  The 
journal  is  complete  from  the  morning  of 
the  1st  to  noon  of  tho  8th,  at  which  time  he 
was  sent  to  Camp  Chase,  Ohio 

Jui.y  1st,  1863. — On  the  banks  of  the  Cum- 
berland. The  river  very  high.  No  boats. 
Gen.  M.  obliged  to  build  a number  of  boats, 
which  he  accomplised  with  very  little  delay, 
and  commenced  crossing  at  sundown. 

JULy  2d. — Burksville.  Had  jgreal  diffi- 
culty in  making  the  horses  swim,  but  by  uni- 
ted and  systematic  exertion  succeeded  in 
getting  the  entire  command  of regi- 

ments over  by  10  A.  M.,  though  the  com- 
mand was  very  much  scattered.  At  11 

0 clock  scouts  came  into  Burksville  and  re- 
ported the  enemy  advancing  and  within  four 
miles  of  the  town.  It  was  supposed  to  be 
only  a small  scouting  party,  and  a portion 
of  Dick  Morgan  s command  was  sent  out  to 
make  a recon noisance.  The  report  of  tho 
scouts  of  the  enemy  advancing  proved  lobe 
correct,  and  a message  was  received  from 
Coi.  Ward  that  be  was  attacked  Col.  Grigs 
by  was'sent  to  reinforce  him,  and  succeed- 
ed in  driving  the  Yankees  hack,  in  great 
confusion,  upon  their  reinforcements  My 
regiment  lost  two  mortally  wounded  and 
two  others  slightly  Five  Yankees  were 
known  to  he  killed  and  a number  wounded, 
with  about  fifteen  prisoners  No  tidings 
heard  of  the  2d  Brigade  until  dark,  wheu 
they  arrived  and  reported  that  Col.  Johuson, 
commanding,  had  experienced  great  diffi- 
culty in  crossing,  and  that  in  addition  to  the 
precjpitous  banks  and  absence  of  all  boats 
or  other  means  of  transportation,  the  enemy 
were  hovering  on  the  fiver  aud  harrassing 
him  as  far  as  they  could.  He  was,  however, 
quite  successful  in  driving  them  back.  Yes- 
terday a young  man.  calling  himself  Chas. 
Rogers,  dressed  in  full  Confederate  uniform, 
came  into  our  lines  and  expressed  a desire 
to  join  our  command.  1 suspicioned  him, 
and,  after  a few  questions,  1 was  convinced 
that  he  was  a spy.  I threatened  to  shoot 
him,  when  he  conlessed  that  he  had  been  ly- 
ing and  that  hia  name  was  Simon  Blitz — in 
fact  he  convictpd  himself  of  being  a spy. 
What  to  do  with  him  was  the  next  thing 

1 hated  to  shoot  him  although  he  deserved 
it. 

Jvt.Y  3d.— Mv  regiment  behaved  very  gal- 
lantly in  yesterday's  fight  with  the  enemy, 
frequently  having  hand  to  hand  encounters. 
To-day  (3d)  we  experienced  the  same  diffi- 
culty in  getting  the  artillery  on,  and  had  to 
press  a number  of  oxen  tor  the  purpose.  Af- 
ter two  halts  tor  the  column  to  close  up 
our  advance  proceeded  to  Columbia.  They 
were  met  bv  detachments  from  three  regi- 
ments^45th  Ohio,  2d  Ohio  and  1st  Ky.)  aids 
to  be  under  command  of  Col.  Wolford.  A 
brief  engagement  followed,  in  which  we 
drove  the  enemy  in  great  haste  through  the 
town,  capturing  six  prisoners,  killing  two, 
among  them  Capt.  Carter,  and  wounding 
three.  Our  loss  was  two  killed  and  two 
wounded,  among  them  Capt.  Cassel,  a 
most  dashing  atm  daring  officer,  wounded 
in  the  thigh.  Our  men  behaved  badly  alCol- 
umbia,  breaking  open  a store  and  plundering 
it.  1 ordered  the  men  to  return  the  goods 
find  made  all  the  reparation  in  my  power. 
These  outrages  are  very  disgraceful,  and  are 
usually  perpetrated  by  men  accom panping 
the  army  simply  lor  plunder  They  are  not 
worth  a d — n,  anil  are  a disgrace  to  both  ar- 
mies. Passed  through  Columbia,  and  camp- 
6 miles  from  Green  River  Bridge. 

July'  4th. — New  Market,  Ky.  A day  of 
gloom,  deep  gloom,  to  our  entire  command. 
IIow  many  who  rose  this  morning  full  of  en- 
thusiasm and  hope,  now  “sleep  the  sieep  that 
knows  no  waking.”  The  sun  rose  bright 
and  beautiful,  the  air  was  cool  aud  balmy, 
all  nature  wore  the  appearance  of  peace  and 
harmony.  While  riding  along  affected  by 
the  stillness  of  all  around.  Cispt.  Magennis. 
the  Adj't  Gen’l,  rode  up  and  remarked  how 
dreadful  to  reflect  that  we  were  marching 
onloengngein  deadly  strife,  and  how  many 
poor  fellows  would  pass  into  eternity  before 
llte  setting  of  yonder  sun.  I have  no  doubt 
that  the  poor  fellow  was  moved  to  these  re- 
flections by  one  of  those  unaccountable  pre- 
sentiments which  are  so  often  the  harbingers 
of  evil.  (Before  dark  he  was  a corpse.)  About 
sunrise  we  drove  in  the  enemy's  pickets  and 
were  soon  near  their  fortifications,  which 
bad  been  erected  to  prevent  our  crossing. 
Gen  Morgan  sent  in  a flag  of  truce  and  de- 
manded the  surrender,  but  tbeColonel  quiet- 
ly remarked  “if  it  was  any  other  day  he 
might  consider  the  demand,  hut  the  4th  of 
July  was  a bad  day  to  talk  about  surrender, 
and  he  must  therelore  decline.”  This  Colo- 
nel is  a gallant  man,  and  the  entire  arrange- 
ment of  his  defense  entitles  him  to  the  high- 
est credit  for  military  skill.  We  would  mark 
such  a man  in  our  army  lor  promotion.  We 
attacked  the  place  with  two  regiments,  send 
ing  the  remainder  of  our  force  across  at  an- 
other ford.  The  place  was  judiciously  cho- 
sen and  skillfully  defended,  and  the  result 
was  that  we  were  repulsed  with  severe  loss 
^about  twenty-five  killed  and  twenty  woun- 
ded. Among  the  killed,  as  usual,  were  our 
best  men  and  officers,  including  Col.  Chen 
ault,  Major  Brent,  Capt.  Tribble,  Lieuta. 
Cowan,  Ferguson  and  another  Lieutenant 
whose  name  ldo  not  remember.  Our  march 
thus  far  has  been  very  fatigueing — bad 
roads,  little  rest  or  deep,  little  to  eat,  and  a 
fight  every  day  Yet  our  men  are  cheerful, 
even  buoynant,  and  to  see  them  pressing 
along  barefooted,  hurrahing  and  singing, 
would  cause  one  to  appreciate  what  those 
who  are  fightingin  a just  and  holy  cause  will 
endure.  About  3 o clock  as  I rode  on  about 
forty  yards  in  advance,  J heard  the  Genera! 
exclaim  something  in  a very  excited  tone 
which  1 could  not  understand,  and  heard  at 
the  same  time  the  report  of  a pistol.  I turn, 
ed,  and.  Great  God  ! to  my  horror,  I saw 
Capt  Magennis  falling  from  his  horse,  with 
the  blood  gushing  out  of  his  mouth  and 
breast  His  only  remark  was,  “let  tne down 
easy  In  another  moment  his  spirit  had 
fled.  He  was  killed  by  Capt.  Murphy,  be- 
cause Magennis,  by  the  direction  of  Gen. 
Morgan,  had  ordered  Murphy  to  restore  a 
watch  taken  from  a prisoner.  Thus  was  the 
poor  fellow's  language  of  the  morning  dread- 
fully realized.  1 was  terribly  affected.  1 


had  seen  blood  flow  freely  on  many  a battle 
field,  my  friends  had  been  killed  in  the 
morning,  but  this  caused  a deeper  impress- 
ion and  shock  than  any  occurrence  I ever 
witnessed.  Truly  has  this  been  a sad  day. 
Gen.  Morgan  looks  haggard  and  weary,  but 
he  never  despairs  May  to  morrow  dawn 
more  brie  lit  than  to  day  closes. 

I July  5th. — Another  day  ol  gloom,  fatigue 
and  death.  Moved  on  Lebanon  at  sunrise. 
Placed  our  men  in  line.  Sent  around  Col. 
J.  with  his  Brigade  to  the  Danville  road 
to  cut  oft"  reinforcements,  which  we  knew 
were  expected  from  Danville.  1 went  in 
with  a flag  of  truce  It  was  fired  on  five 
times.  Officer apoligized,  saying  he  thought 
it  was  a man  with  a white  coat  on.  Very 
dangerous  mistake,  at  least,  for  me  De 
rnanded  unconditional  surrender.  Told  Col 
Hanson  we  had  his  reinforcements  cut  off, 
and  resistance  was  useless!  He  refused  to 
surrender,  and  I then  ordered  him  to  order 
out  the  non-combatants,  as  we  would  be 
compelled  to  shell  the  town  He  posted  his 
regiment  iri  the  depot  and  various  houses,  by 
which  he  was  enable  to  make  a desperate 
resistance.  After  a figbt  of  seven  hours, 
Gen.  Morgan,  finding  the  town  could  be  ta- 
ken in  no  other  way,  ordered  a charge  to 
be  made.  This  ought  to  have  been  done  at 
first,  but  Gen  Morgan  said,  when  it  was 
urged  on  him,  that  he  wished  to  avoid  the 
destruction  of  private  property  as  much  as 
possible,  and  be  would  only  permit  it  ae  a 
last  and  final  resort.  Col.  Hanson  still  held 
out  in  hopes  of  receiving  reinforcements,  and 
only  surrendered  after  we  had  fired  the  build- 
ings in  which  he  was  posted.  His  force 
consisted  of  the  20th  JCy.,  about  370  men, 
and  20  or  85  stragglers  from  other  com- 
mands By  this  surrender  we  obtianed  a 
sufficient  quantity  of  gun9  to  arm  all  our 
men  who  were  without  them  ; also  a quan- 
tity of  ammunition,  of  which  we  9tood  sorely 
hi  need.  At  the  order  to  charge,  Duke  s 
regiment  rushed  forward,  and  poor  Tommy 
Morgan,  who  was  always  in  the  lead,  ran 
forward  and  cheered  the  men  with  all  the 
enthusiasm  of  his  bright  nature.  Almost 
at  the  first  volley  he  fell  back,  pierced 
through  the  heart.  His  only  words  were, 
Brother  Cally,  they  have  killed  me.”  No- 
ble youth  1 how  deeply  lamented  by  all  who 
knew  you.  This  was  a crushing  blow  to 
Gen.  Morgan,  as  his  affection  for  his  brother 
exceeded  the  love  of  Jonathan  to  David.  It 
caused  a terrible  excitement,  and  the  men 
were  in  a state  of  frenzy.  It  required  the 
utmost  energy  and  promptitude  ou  the  part 
of  the  officers  to  prevent  a scene  of  slaugh- 
ter, which  all  would  deeply  have  lamented. 
Onr  men  behaved  badly  here,  breaking  open 
store*  and  plundering  indiscriminately.  All 
that  officers  could  do  was  done  to  prevent, 
hut  in  vain.  These  occurrances  are  very 
disgraceful,  and  I am  truly  glad  that  they 
lorm  exceptions  to  the  general  conduct. 
While  I was  paroling  the  prisoners,  a cour- 
ier arrived,  informing  me  that  the  enemy 
were  approaching  with  two  regiments  of 
cavalry  and  a battery  of  artillery,  and  that 
skermishing  was  then  going  on  with  our 
pickets.  1 was  therefore  obliged  to  order 
the  prisoners  to  Springfiield  on  the  double 
quick.  Soon  after  we  left  Lebanon,  the 
hardest  rain  I ever  experienced  commenced 
to  lull  and  continued  till  9 o'clock.  Arrived 
at  Springfield  at  dark,  when  I halted  the 
prisoners  in  order  to  parole  those  who  were 
not  paroled  at  Lebanon,  a id  formaly  dis- 
miss them  This  detained  ine  at  Spring- 
field  two  hours  alter  the  command  had 
passed.  Wet  and  chilly,  worn  out,  horse 
tired  and  hungry.  Slopped  to  feed  her. — 
Falling  asleep,  was  awakened  by  oue  of  the 
men,  Started  on  to  the  command.  When 
1 reached  the  point  on  the  Bardstown  road 
where  I had  expected  the  2d  Brigade  to  en- 
camp, was  halted  by  a party  of  cavalay. 
Supposing-  them  to  he  our  own  pickets,  I 
rode  up  promptly  to  correct  them  for  stand- 
ing in  full  view  of  any  one  approaching, 
when  lo!  to  my  mortifications,  I found  my- 
self a prisoner.  My  God  1 how  I hated  it, 
no  one  can  understand.  The  first  thought 
alter  my  wile  and  children,  was  my  fine 
marc  "Fannie  Johnson,”  named  alter  a 
pretty  little  cousin,  of  Richmond,  Va.  I 
said,  “poor  Fannie,  who  will  treat  yon  as 
kindly  as  I have.’’  I turned  her  over  to  the 
Captain  and  begged  him  to  take  good  care 
of  her,  which  lie  promised  to  do. 

J cly  6th. r — Travelled  all  day.  Treated  ve- 
ry kinly  by  Capt.  Smith.  Sick,  worn  out, 
completely  wearied  out.  Spirits  cheerful. 
Met  Capt.  Walcot  oil  the  road  from  Spring- 
field.  He  got  Capt.  Smith  to  parole  mu. 
Capt.  Smith  anxious  to  do  so,  as  he  had 
more  prisoners  than  he  could  well  take  care 
of.  Accompanied  Capt.  Walcott  to  Dan- 
ville Staid  all  night  there. 

July  7th — Arrived  at  Xicholasville.  Or- 
dered before  the  Provost  Marshal  Sent  on 
to  Lexington.  Arrived  in  the  atternoon,  and 
immediately  ordered  to  prison.  Visited  by 
some  sweet  pretty  and  kind  ladies.  God 
bless  them  1 I know  he  will. 

J ct.Y  8th. — Great  rejoicing  in  Lexington 
over  the  fall  of  Vicksburg.  (I  do  not  believe 
it.)  It  is  a great  disaster,  one  among  the 
very  worst  that  could  befall  us.  But  even 
if  it  is  so,  and  even  should  Lee  s army  be 
destroyed  and  every  town  in  tbe  South  burn- 
ed. the  rebellion  would  be  unsubdued.  There 
are  a hundred  thousand,  men  iri  the  South 
who  fee!  as  I do,  that  they  would  rather  an 
earthquake  should  swallow  the  whole  coun 
try  than  yield  to  our  oppressors  Men  who 
will  retire  to  the  mountains  aud  live  on 
acorns,  aud  crawl  on  their  bellies  lo  shoot 
an  invader  wl^erever  they  can  see  one 

The  Capitulation  of  Vicksburg-The  Full 

Correspondence  Between  Qenerasl 
Grant  and  Pemberton. 

Washington,  July  II 

The  following  was  received  at  the  War 
Department  to  day : 

Near  Vicksburo.  July  4,  1863. 

Vicksburg  lias  capitulated.  Yesterday 
General  Grant  received  the  following  letter; 

Headq'rs,  Vicksburg,  July  3,  1863 
"Major  General  U.  S.  Grant,  Commanding 

United  States  forces  , 

“General — l have  the  liosor  to  propose 

to  you  an  armistice  for hours,  with  a 

view  to  arranging  terms  for  the  capitulation 
of  Vicksburg.  To  this  end,  if  agreeable,  I 
w ill  appoint  three  commissioners  to  meet  a 
like  number,  to  be  named  by  yourself,  at 
such  place  aud  hour  to-day  as  you  may  find 
convenient.  1 make  this  proposition  to  save 
the  further  effusion  of  blood,  which  other- 
wise rai^t  be  shed  to  a frightful  extent,  feel 
ing  myself  fully  able  to  maintain  my  posi- 
tion a yet  indefinite  period 

“This  communication  will  be  handed  you, 
under  flag  of  truce,  by  Major  General  .Tames 
Bowen. 

“Very  respectfully, 

"Your  obedient  servant. 

“JOHN  G.  PEMBERTON.” 

To  lit  is  General  Grant  replied  as  follows: 

“Headquarters  Dep’t  of  Tennessee  1 

In  the  Field,  Near  Vicksburg,  July  3.  j 
“ Lieutenant  General  J.  C.  Pemberton,  Com' 
manding  Confederate  Forces,  <tc. 

"General — Your  note  of  this  date  is  just 
received,  proposing  an  armistice  of  several 
hour3,  lor  tbe  purpose  ol  arranging  terms  of 


capitulation,  through  commissioners,  lo  be 
appointed,  (fcc.  The  effusion  of  blood  you 
propose  stopping  by  this  course  can  be  end- 
ed, at  any  time  you  may  choose,  by  an  un- 
conditional surrender  of  the  city  and  garri- 
son. Men  who  have  shown  so  much  endur-j 
ance  and  coflrage,  as  those  now  iu  Vicks- 
burg. will  always  challenge  the  respect  of! 
an  adversary;  and  1 can  assure  you  will  be 
treated  with  all  the  respect  due  them  as 
prisoners  of  war. 

“1  do  not  favor  the  proposition  of  appoint- 
ing commissioners  to  arrange  terms  of  capit- 
ulation, because  I have  no  other  terms  than 
those  indicated  above. 

“I  am,  General,  very  respectfully. 

‘Your  obedient  servant, 

“U.  S.  GRANT, 
Major  Genera!” 

Bowen,  tbe  bearer  of  Pemberton  s letter, 
was  received  by  General  A.  J Smith  He 
expressed  a strong  desire  to  converse  with 
General  Grant,  and,  accordingly,  Grant, 
while  declining  this,  requested  General 
Smith  to  say  that  if  General  Pemberton 
desired  to  ses  him,  ar.  interview  would  be 
granted  between  tha  lines  in  McPherson  s 
front,  at  any  hour  in  the  aiternoon  which 
Pemberton  might  appoint. 

A message  was soou  sent  back  toSmith,  ap- 
pointing three  o’clock  as  the  hour.  Grant 
was  there  with  his  staff,  and  Generals  Ord, 
McPherson,  Logan,  and  A I Smith  Pem- 
berton came  late,  attended  by  General  Bowen 
and  Colonel  Montgomery.  He  \va3  much 
excited,  and  was  impertinent  in  bisanswers 
to  Grant. 

The  conversation  was  held  apart  between 
Pemberton  and  his  officers,  and  Grant,  Mc- 
Pherson and  A.  J.  Smith.  The  rebels  insisted 
on  being  paroled  and  allow cd  to  march  be 
vond  our  lines  hence,  officers  and  all,  with 
eight  days'  rations  drawn  from  their  own 
stores,  the  officers  to  retain  their  property 
and  body-servants. 

General  Grant  heard  what  they  had  to 
say,  and  left  them  at  the  end  of  an  hour  and 
a half,  saying  that  he  would  send  in  his  ulti- 
matum in  writing.  To  which  Pemberton 
promised  to  reply  before  niglit : hostilities  to 
cease  in  the  mean  time. 

General  Grant  then  conferred  at  his  head- 
quarters with  his  corps  and  division  com 
manders,  and  sent  the  following  letter  to 
Pemberton  by  tbe  hands  ot  General  Logan 
and  Lieutenant  Colonel  Wiison  : 

“Headquarters  Dep’t.  o;  Tennessee,  ) 
“July,  3.  1863.  '/ 

“ Lieutenant  General  J.  C.  Pemberton,  Com- 
manding  Confedratc  Forces  at  Vicksburg  : 

“General — In  conformity  with  the  agree- 
ment of  this  afternoon,  1 will  submit  the  fol- 
lowing proposition  for  the  surrender  ol  the 
city  of  Vicksburg,  public  stores,  Ac.,  on  vour 
accepting  the  terms  proposed. 

“I  will  march  in  one  division  as  a guard 
aud  lake  possession  at  8 A M.  to-morrow. 
As  soou  as  paroles  can  be  made  out  and  j 
signed  by  officers  and  men  you  will  all  be 
allowed  to  march  out  of  our  lines,  the  of- 
ficers taking  with  them  their  regimental 
clothing  , and  staff,  field,  and  cavalry  officers 
one  horse  each.  The  rank  and  file  will  be 
allowed  all  their  clothing,  but  no  other 
property  If  these  canditions  ate  accepted, 
any  amount  of  rations  you  may  deem  neces- 
sary can  be  taken  from  tbe  stores  you  now 
have,  and  also  the  necessary  cooking  uten- 
eils  for  preparing  them.  Thirty  wagons 
also,  with  two  horse  or  mule  teams,  you  will 
be  allowed  to  transport  such  articles  as  can 
not  be  carried  along  The  same  conditions 
will  be  allowed  to  ail  sick  and  wounded  off. 
cers  and  privates  ns  fast  as  ihe\  become 
able  to  travel  Tbe  paroles  for  these  latter 
must  be  signed,  lioweve,  while  officers  are 
prosent  authorized  to  sign  the  roll  of  prison- 
ers.”

The  officer  who  received  this  letter  stated 
that  it  would  be  impossible  to  answer  it  by 
night,  as  it  was  not  til!  a little  belore  day 
that  the  proposed  reply  was  furnished. 

Headquarters,  Vicksburg,  July  3. 

“ To  Major  General  U.  & Grant,  Command- 
ing United  States  Forres,  etc. 

“General. — I have  the  honor  to  acknowl- 
edge the  receipt  of  your  communication  ot 
this  date,  proposing  terms  for  the  surrender 
of  this  garrison  and  post.  In  the  main, 
your  terms  are  accepted,  but,  in  justice  both 
to  the  honor  and  spirit  of  my  troops,  as  man- 
iiested  in  the  defense  of  Viaksburg,  I have 
the  honor  to  submit  the  following  amend- 
ments, which,  if  acceded  to  by  you,  will 
perfect  the  agreement  between  ua  at  ten 
o’clock  to-morrow.  I propose  to  evacuate 
the  works  in  and  around  Vicksburg,  and  to 
surrender  the  city  and  garrison  under  my 
command,  by  marching  out  with  nty  colors 
and  arms  and  stacking  them  in  front  of  my 
present  lines,  after  which  you  take  posses 
sion;  officers  to  retain  their  side  arms.  Per- 
sonal properly,  atid  the  rights  and  proper- 
ty of  citizens  to  be  respeced. 

“ I am,  General,  yours,  very  respectfully, 
“J  C.  PEMBERTON, 
“Lieutenant  General." 

To  tliisGeuetal  Grant  immediately  replied 
as  follows 

“Headquarters Department ofTennkssee,  1 
Before  Vicksburg,  July  4,  1863.  ) 

"Lieut.  General  J C Pemberton,  Commanding 

forces  in  Vicksburg ; 

General — I have  the  honor  to  acknowl 
edge  your  communication  of  the  3d  July. 
The  amendments  proposed  by  you  can  not 
be  acceded  lo  in  full.  It  will  be  necessary  to 
furnish  every  officer  and  man  with  a parole 
signed  by  myself,  which  with  the  completion 
of  the  rolls  of  the  prisoners  will  necessarily 
take  some  time.  Again,  I can  make  no  stip- 
ulation with  regard  to  tbe  treatment  of  citi- 
zens and  their  private  property.  While  I do 
not  propose  to  cause  any  of  them  any  undue' 
annoyance  or  loss,  I can  not  consent  to 
leave  myself  under  restraint  by  stipulation. 
The  property  which  officers  can  be  allowed 
to  take  with  them  will  be  as  stated  iu  the 
proposition  of  last  evening.  Officers  will 
be  allowed  their  private  baggage  and  •side 
arms,  and  mounted  officers  one  horse  each. 
If  you  mean  by  your  proposition  lor  each 
brigade  to  march  to  the  front  of  the  lines 
now  occupied  bv  it,  and  stack  their  arms  at 
10  o'clock  A.  M.  and  then  return  to  the  in- 
side and  remain  as  prisoners  until  properly 
paroled,  I will  make  no  objections  to  it. 

Should  no  notification  be  made  of  your  ac- 
ceptance ot  my  terms  by  9 o’clock  A M.,  I 
shall  regard  them  as  having  been  rejected, 
and  act  accordingly.  Should  these  terms  be 
accepted,  w hite  flags  will  be  displayed  along 
your  lines  to  prevent  such  oi  ray  troops  as 
may  not  have  been  notified  from  firing  upon 
your  men.

The  Fight  at  Lebanon. 

We  Jtave  heard  from  prominent  actors 
jsome  particulars  of  the  recent  fight  at  Leb- 
! anon,  between  the  Rebel  forces,  under  Mor- 
jgan.  and  the  small  band  of  Federals,  under 
, Col.  Chas.  S Hanson,  of  the  20tli  Ky.  Vole, 
j Hanson  hearing  of  the  approach  of  the 
i rchels.  sentout  his  scouts  as  faras  Mublrow’s 
Hill,  where  they  met  and  engaged  a portion 
oi  the  enemy.  His  forces  were  on  the  look- 
out, standing  to  arms  all  night  until  7 o’clock 
the  morning  ofthe  5th  inst..  when  the  whole 
rebel  force  of  over  3,000  came  in  sight.  Mor- 
gan sent  in  a flag  of  truce  demanding  tiie  sur- 
render, which  was  promptly  declined.  While 
the  flag  was  pending,  Hanson’s  camp  was 
| shelled,  but,  Morgan  afterwards  apoligized. 
The  rebels  were  held  in  check  in  the  field 
for  near  two  hours,  when  Hanson  retired  be- 
fore overwhelming  numbers  Col.  Hanson 
occupied  the  railroad  depot  with  260  of  his 
men,  about  40.  under  Capt.  Wolcott,  of  the 
20th  Ky.,  and  10  under  Lt.  Bratton, of  the 
0th  Ky.  Cavalry,  took  possession  of  two 
houses  in  other  parts  of  the  town  The 
right  lasted  until  one  o clock  P M , when 
Morgan  sent  in  a flag  of  truce,  born  by 
prominent  Uniou  citizens  Hanson  respect- 
ed the  flag,  but  Morgan  Jid  not.  Under 
cover  ot  the  flag  the  rebeln  moved  up,  set- 
ting fire  to  houses  and  occupying  buildings 
immediately  around  those  occupied  bv  the 
Federal  troops.  They  moved  up  artillery 
also.  By  this  base  violation  of  the  flag  of 
truce,  and  of  all  rules  of  honorable  warfare 
thev  succeeded  in  reselling  the  buildings  oc. 
copied  by  Hanson,  from  which  they  had 
been  kept  all  day.  Hanson  surrendered  at 
20  minutes  past  one  o’clock.  Immediately 
alter  tiie  surrender,  the  officers  and  men 
were  robbed  of  money,  hats,  shoes,  pocket 
knives,  combs,  and  c-very  article  they  had 
No  attempt  was  made  by  those  in  command 
of  the  rebels  to  restrain  the  robbers.  Indig. 
nilies  of  the  grossest  character  were  offered  to 
our  officers.  The  Federals  were  inarched  to 
Springfield  by  the  double  quick,  and  but  for 
a rain  which  fell,  a Mrge  portion  of  them 
would  have  been  killed  by  this  severe 
inarch  Lt.  Slaughter,  of  company  B , taint- 
ed and  fell  on  the  road,  made  several  efforts 
to  get  up,  failed  and  was  knocked  in  (he 
head  and  left  on  the  road  A private  of 
Capt  McLeod's  company,  tailing  down  was 
run  over  by  the  rebel  artillery  which  killed 
him.  Private  Martin  Cure  was  run  over  by 
a wagon,  and  severely  hurl.  No  ratious 
or  provisions  were  allowed  our  men,  nor-did 
they  get  anything  to  cat  until  they  reached 
Springfield,  where  they  were  kindly  fed  by 
the  citizens. 

We  haven't  space  to  detail  petty  cruelties 
and  indignities  which  were  meted  out  to  our 
men  after  they  surrendered  ; nor  particularize 
the  gross  and  ungetitlemanly  treatment  of 
Richard  Morgan  toward  Col.  Hanson,  alter 
he  had  laid  aside  his  arms  aud  surrendered 
as  a prisoner  of  war  His  conduct  was  so 
outrageous  that  even  John  Morgan  condemn 
ed  it  and  apoligized  to  Hanson  Lt.  Thomas 
Mfirgan  was  killed,  but  not.  as  falsely  stated 
by  some  lying  secesh  'under  the  flag  of  truce. 

Hanson  did  not  surrender  until  the  build 
ing  in  which  his  troops  were  placed,  togeth- 
er with  surrounding  buildings,  were  on  fire 
All  the  houses  that  were  burned,  were  fired 
by  the  torch,  except  the  depot  which  caught 
from  a shell. 

After  the  Lebanon  light,  some  of  t be  rob 
bers  were  captured  iu  the  viciuity  of  Salvi- 
ea,  and  in  return  for  the  barbarous  afid  cruel 
treatment  which  they  had  extended  to  our 
men,  were  treated  in  the  kindest  manner, 
and  permitted  to  retain  the  money  watches, 
clothing,  Ac , which  they  took  from  our 
boys.  It  is  honorable  to  be  generous  but 
this  looks  queer 

Hanson  and  his  small  band  made  a gal- 
lant fight,  and  the  circumstances  which  sur 
rounded  him  justified  his  whole  conduct. 
We  hope  he  will  be  speedily  exchanged. 
He  is  anxious  to  meet  these  men  again.  He 
isa  gallant  and  efficient  officer,  and  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  the  authorities  will  gratify 
hint  by  an  early  exchange.
